“THE TOMB OF A PRESIDENT IN A 


. CATHEDRAL” 


, A President of the United States, after a distinguished career 
in public office, is to be buried in a cathedral. To perpetuate 


his memory, the tomb is to be permanently incorporated in 
_ the fabric of the great edifice. 


The location selected is in a 


j chapel opening off a side aisle, near the crossing of the nave and 


transept. 


; The interior dimensions of the chapel do not exceed 25’ 0” 


in width or depth. The height, shape of the chapel, and method 


of lighting are not fixed. 


The President’s tomb shall be of the wall type, numerous 


examples of which may be found in Westminster Abbey, St. 


Spain and Italy. 


Peter’s in Rome, and in the principal cathedrals of France, 
It must be remembered that this tomb is 
not an altar for religious worship, as was sometimes the case 
in European examples. The decorative motifs used should be 
expressive of the distinguished character and of the high civil 
office which the deceased held.

“AN ENTRANCE MOTIF TO: A city HALL”

CLASS “B”—IV PROJET 
“A COLLEGE ADMINISTRATION BUILDING” 


The college is located on a plateau over!ooking a valley. The 
plateau will serve as a campus around which the co!lege build- 
ings are grouped. The administration building is placed at the 
edge of the plateau in such fashion that the main entrance, 
facing on a road winding up from the valley, will be one story 
lower than the students’ entrance facing on the campus at the 
plateau level. At the campus level, the administration building 
will be connected at either side with the other buildings of 
the college group by open arcades or porticoes. 


The facade of the administration building will be three stories 
high facing the valley, and two stories high facing the campus. 


A memorial tower may, if desired, be incorporated in the 
administration building, but it should not exceed 160’ 0” in 
height from the plateau level. 


The building should not exceed 150 feet in either length or 
width. 


The requirements for the first and second floors are: 

The President’s offices (3 rooms), with secretary’s offices 
adjoining. 

The Dean’s offices (2 rooms). 

The Bursar’s offices (3 rooms), with the Registrar’s suite 
adjoining. 

The Faculty Assembly room. 

A Memorial Lobby. This lobby will be used for registra- 
tion on opening days and for occasional receptions and 
official functions. 

The third floor will be devoted to various student activities, 
but will not include an assembly room.
